Ahat out of the 2,959 votes cast a total of 2,133 came from 
Upland and Ontario. This does not include Alta Loma, Cuca- 
monga, Camp Baldy, Cucamonga Central and even Mountain 
Niew, all of which gave their support to Melvin Dinger and 
Mrs. B. G. Klepper. While everyone understands that the 
Chatfey district also includes Fontana, Etiwanda and Guasti, 
our country was founded on the supposition that it is the 
majority who make the decisions and the 1,957 votes received 
by Mrs. Klepper and 1,692 by Mr. Dinger are clear enough 
evidence of what that majority wanted. H. S. Bailey, for- 
mer president of the board, trailed with a total of 768. Even 
in Fontana, it will be noted, Mrs. Klepper drew 232 votes 
running only second to Mr. Bai'ty who got 377. Does that 
gaund like a “few organized pressure groups” in Ontario 
making the decisions for the whole area? 

Any effort to dismiss the results of the last election are 
somewhat fruitless in the light of the returns which are 
clear-cut enough to satisfy the most critical voter.

December, January and Febru- 
ary are summer months and often 
oppresively hot with very high 
humidity. 

The housing situation in Bra- 
zil right now resembles Southern 
California’s with thousands of new 
people flooding into the ccuntry, 
most of them from Europe. 

The character of the American 
colony there has undergone a 
marked transformation since the 
war, Mrs. Finch said. 

The intensively cosmopolitan 
nature of Brazilian life was poin- 
ted out. “I have often entertained 
small parties at my home, perhaps 
as many as 16 persons in which 
nine or more nationalities were 
represented,” she said. 

Portugese is the language of 
Brazil, a tongue which Mrs. Finch 
Speaks with fluency. Her long 
residence in the country has 
tinged her English speech with 
traces of Portugese accent in the 
pronunciation of certain words. 

PRESIDENT VISITS 

An especially memorable occa- 
sion for Mrs. Finch and all Ameri- 
can residents in Brazil was the re- 
cent visit of Presiden Truman to 
that country. 

The appearance of America’s 
chief executive brought forth the 
greatest throngs of people in the 
memory of the oldest resident. At 
every public appearance, the Presi- 
dent was hailed by the common 
people as the representative of a 
great and friendly power.

Leo A. Wadsworth, college di- 
rector, said that there were few 
changes in the college announce- 
ment, the main one being in the 
agriculture course which has been 
offered at Chaffey.

In the new catalogue it 
will be broken up into several— 
soil management, poultry produc- 
tion, citrus production, farm ma- 
chinery and farm structures.
